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STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
3 The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closet prior art of record (US 5,034,014) does not teach or disclose a process for 
dyeing keratin fibers, a composition for dyeing keratin fibers or a multi-compartment device for 
dyeing keratin fibers comprising at least one compound chosen from pyridine derivatives having 
formula (VII) and derivatives having formula (VIII) in combination with at least one compound 
chosen from ketones having formula (XIX) and formula (XX) and wherein the coloration of the 
keratin fibers is achieved without an oxidizing agent and wherein the dyeing composition also 
does not comprise an oxidizing agent as claimed. Accordingly, the claimed subject matter as a 
whole would not have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art of keratin fibers 
dyeing formulation.
